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On November 9, 2017, during his compelled interview, TRUONG diagramed his, ^^^Hand 
staffs location during the aforementioned UOF incident. While compiling the investigative 
documents and/or exhibits for the investigative file, it was discovered that TRUONG’S diagram 
was unaccounted for and could not be located. Tfiiys a request that this memorandum, 
summarizing TRUONG’S depiction of staff and location be used in place of the 

original diagram. 

'During the interview, TRUONG diagramed the Umt-T-13/T“14 courtyard, the courtyard’s chain 
link fence, the west wall, the Unit T-13/T-14 entrance/Kotdoor and the Gus O’Farrell 
Substation. WherJRUONG arrived to the courtyard, was at the courtyard gate. 

TRUONG marked ^^^^^location with the letter “P” for patient at the gate. TRUONG also 
made several “X” marks in the center of the courtyard depiction to indicat^^iere he recalled 
approximately 10 (ten) LOG staff standing whil^ttempting t^eescalate He noted 

that the staff were about 30-40 feet away^om^^^^J After was told to move away 

from the gate, TRUONG indicated that ^^^|wlk^ southwest, which was parallel to the 
west wall. TRUONG identified HPO MichaeMImscarriague with an “H” and stated that 
Haus^riague was about 10 feet away from when Hauscarriague made contact with 

TRUONG noted HPO Jose Becerra’^[ocSion with a *‘B,” and stated that Becerra was 
directly behind Hauscarriague nri^^o the contact. TRUONG stated that he was on 
Hauscarriague’s left and still had^^^Hin his sight. He did not recall the positioning of HPOs 
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Stuart Donaldson and Ross Tweedy. Finally, TRUONG drew a directional compass on to better 
explain the Ipc^tion of the west wall. 
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
